Valley Water 
Election Set 
December 8 


Voters in 15 communities 
of the San Gabriel Valley 
will cast their ballots in a 
special election Tuesday, 
Dec. 8, to decide whether a 
proiiosed Ujiper .San Gabriel 
Valley Municipal Water Dis¬ 
trict should he formed, Frank 
G. Bonelli, chairman of the 
Board of .Supervisors, an¬ 
nounced yesterday. 

The jiroposed dist rict would 
take in the incorporated cit¬ 
ies of Arcadia, Baldwin Park, 
Bradbury, Covina, Duarte, El 
Monte, Industry, Irwindale, 
La Puente, Monrovia, Ro.se- 
mead, .San Gabriel and South 
El Monte. It would include 
the unincorporated commu¬ 
nities of Temple City and 
South .San Gabriel. 

At the same time, voters 
will ballot on the election of 
a Board of Directors. 


New Street 
Cost Placed 
At $37,254 

It will cost $37,254 to build 
the proiiosed street from 
Baldwin to Hermosa, behind 
the Sierra Madre Blvd. busi¬ 
ness district, an appraiser’s 
repoi-t indicated yesterday. 

The value of the land and 
buildings was placed at $22,- 
675; construction of the 
street, $11,579, and legal and 
engineering fees plus lionds, 
,$3,t)0(). 

THESE FIGURES do not 
include the cost of water or 
sewer lines which would be 
necessary in the multiple 
housing areas, or the cost of 
a proposed -llcy directly lie- 
hind business places. 

Excluded from the district 
were parcels of land con¬ 
taining 715 front feet which 
face Esperanza, east of the 
Hansen properly, and one 
p.'irccl facing Baldwin, soutli 
of the proiiosed street. 

The City Council is expect¬ 
ed to decide at the next 
meeting Aug. 18 how the as¬ 
sessment should be spread 
and whetlier the city should 
contribute anything to the 
cos'. The next step is a pub¬ 
lic licaring which would be 
schi'duled in September. 

IF NO PROBLEMS ari.se at 
the public hearing to delay 
or kill the project, the city 
will begin to acquire prop¬ 
erty and sell bonds to pay 
for the street.

Although only one burglary occurred in Sierra Madre 
during July, Chief McMillan-

19.58 .59, shattering the rec¬ 
ord high of the previous year 
when they totaled $2,602,079. 

In Sierra Madre, tax re- 
ceipt.s for fi.scal 1958 ,59 to¬ 
taled $45,660.13, compared 
with .$44,(’>07.3.5 a year earlier 
and $41,7.32.31 in 19.56-57, the 
first year the city collected 
the tax. 

TOPPING the cities in the 
San Gabriel Valley were Ei 
Mont e and West Covina, 
with both showing gains 
that topped the $100,000 
mark. Reflected was the fact 
that this is the first year 
that receipts from the East- 
land Shopping Center have 
been recorded ih West Co¬ 
vina. 

Azusa was the single ex- 
cep! ion, Sales tax receipts in 
that city droiiped from $‘201,- 
209 in 1957-58 to $190,10,3 
this year.

Bonelli Raps 
Non-Support 
Of Proposal 

Supervisor Frank Bonelli 
is angry over the scant at¬ 
tention his reapportionment 
plan has received in several 
area cities, including Sierra 
Madre and Pasadena. 

Two weeks ago, the Sierra 
Madre City Council “buried” 
Bonelli’s request for support, 
and Tuesday Pasadena city 
directors did likewise. 

BONELLI, in an anguished 
letter to Pasadena directors, 
accused the League of Cali¬ 
fornia Cities of aligning 
themselves with the north¬ 
ern “cow counties” w h o n 
they opposed his “20-20” re¬ 
apportionment plan. 

The Los Angeles County 
chapter of the league also 
recently voted “no action” 
on Bonelli’s plan, and com¬ 
mented; 

"The supervisor's plan is 
not necessarily the best 
one." 

Pasadena Mayor Ray G. 
Woods said the consensus of 
opinion at the county league 
meeting was that if Bonelli 
favors reapportionment so 
heavily, he should “start at 
home” by increasing the 
membership of the County 
Board of Supervisors to 9 or 
11 members. 

WOODS SAID ho doubts 
that support for the Bonelli 
plan is “snowballing” as the 
supervisor claimed in his let¬ 
ter. 

’ Bonelli has proposed that 
northern and southern Cali¬ 
fornia be split evenly in the 
State Senate with 20 repre¬ 
sentatives each. The less pop¬ 
ulous counties heavily out¬ 
weigh Los Angeles County in 
Senate representation. 


spreading grounds. 

In 1958-59, Sierra Madre¬ 
ans used 620,375,492 gallons 
of water as against 5'71,590,- 
184 gallons in the previous 
year. On a per capita basis, 
each resident here used 210.- 
56 gallons of water a day, 
compared with 183.48 gal¬ 
lons in 1957-58. 

GREATER WATER con¬ 
sumption also means more 
income to the city. Sierra 
Madre, in fact, took in $29,- 
777.32 more from water biiis 
in 19.58-59 than in the same 
period a year eariier. Total 
amount collected in tiie lat¬ 
est period was $165,347.88, 
compared with $137,570.56 in 
19.57-58. 

A small portion of the in¬ 
crease is superficial and can 
bo attriliuted to more accu¬ 
rate motoring and less leak¬ 
age, but he major boost in 
consumption occurred be¬ 
cause of the unusually hot, 
dry weather. 

This season, for example, 
we have had only 12.87 inches 
of rain, while last year rain¬ 
fall measured 32.14 inches. 
Temperatures also were gen¬ 
erally higher in the 19.58-59 
period and promise to be 
higher still In 19.59-60.^ 

WATER LOSS through 
faulty meters and reservoir 
and pipe line leakage de¬ 
creased in 1958-59 to 9.14 per 
cent, compared with 11.65 
per cent. 

The decrease was the re¬ 
sult of an extensive repair 
program carried out by the 
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city in the last two years. 
Sover.il of tlie older pipe 
lines were replaced and 
many old water meters were 
repaired. Some of the meters 
in .Sierra Madre, Mr. Beving¬ 
ton said, have been In oper¬ 
ation for .30 years. 

City Boosts 
Salaries by 
$29,371 

Salaries of city personnel 
will be increased by a total 
of $29,.371 under the new city 
budget, it was reported yes¬ 
terday. 

The city will add one new 
employe during tlie year, a 
fire marshall. He has not yet 
been hired. Otherwise the 
number of city employes re¬ 
mains the same at 45. 

In general, pay increases 
averaged 7',i per cent with 
the biggest share going to 
the Police Department in an 
effort to bring the police 
scale up to the amount paid 
by surrounding cities. The 
starting salary of patrolmen 
was raised from $370 a 
month to $400, and other po¬ 
lice salaries were increased 
by approximately the same 
amount. 

Each city department shows 
an increase in the new budg¬ 
et, with the exception of the 
VV a t e r Department where 
there is a $4,169 decrease. 
Under the recent reorganiza¬ 
tion, the number of employes 
in the Water Department 
was decreased from eight to 
seven. One employe, however, 
was added to the Park De¬ 
partment. 

City Administrator Law 
rence C. Bevington also re¬ 
ceived a pay increase of from 
$917 to $1,000 a month. He 
receives $175 monthly as city 
engineer and $825 as city 
administrator.

pointed out that the sneak 
thieves have been hard at 
work in the surrounding 
communities and have taken 
advantage of vacationing 
families to burglarize their 
homes. 

In Arcadia, for example, a 
series of daylight robberies 
netted more than $2,000 in 
rtidios. televisions, cameras 
and other items as the re¬ 
sult of raids on homos whore 
families were out of town. 

THE COMMON practice of 
today’s thieves. Chief McMil¬ 
lan .said, is to phone to see 
if an aniswer can be ob¬ 
tained. When the phono is 
answered, the caller gener¬ 
ally hangs up immedittely. 

"We would rather check 
out many phone calls," 
iMcMillan said, "than miss 
a burglar." 

Another common practice 
is for thieves to sock infor¬ 
mation in person. Usually 
the informatioif is a.sked of 
noighbor-s. If the solicitation 
reveals family absence, tlie 
thief is given a perfect 
setup. 

Some inquiries, of course, 
arouse suspicion immediate¬ 
ly. This week, for example, 
a man rapped on a door at 
4:30 a.m, asking information 
about “relatives** he said 
lived nearby. By the time the 
woman who answered the 
door had called police, the 
man had disappeared. 

OTHER INQUIRIES, how 

ever, may appear perfectly 
harmless, McMillan said. 


Burglars today are well 
dressed and have good cars. 
The chief said refusal to pro¬ 
vide information about the 
where;ibouts of neighbors is 
a .safe approach. 

Daylight operations of 
thieves have taken them 
into the best homes in Arca¬ 
dia, Pa.sadena, San Marino 
and elsewhere. 

Another good idea, said 
McMillan, is to have news- 
pa p e r deliveries stopped 
while on vacation. 

IN SIERRA MADRE during 
July, police made 445 calls, 
i.ssued 11.3 traffic citations 
and traveled 7,209 miles. 

Crimes committed includ¬ 
ed throe felonies, one grand 
theft, the passing of one bad 
check and one burglary. 
There were eight petty 
thefts. 

Nine adults were arrested 
for mi.sdemeanors and one 
for drunk driving. 

During July there were 
two traffic accidents involv¬ 
ing minor injuries. A total 
of $1,335 was collected in 
fines and forfeitures, of 
which $1,061 came from traf¬ 
fic violations. 

Twelve juveniles were ar¬ 
rested, seven on traffic vio¬ 
lations and five for violating 
the curfew ordinance. 

Under city law, children 
under 18 years of age must 
be accompanied by their 
parents or legal guardians if 
on the streets between 10 
p.m. arid sunrise. This law 
was adopted in 1947.

Their report appeared in a 
recent issue of the Journal 
of the American Medical As- 
•sociation. 

HEADED BY Dr. Joseph F. 
Fazekas of Washington, D.C., 
the group undertook the 
study to determine the mer¬ 
its of the non prescription 
drug as compared with 
dextro amphetamine, a pre- 
.scription drug with known 
appetite suppressing quali¬ 
ties. 

The authors said that any 
effective weigh t-reducing 
program must be adminis¬ 
tered by a physician who 
understands the psychologi¬ 
cal factors which arc en¬ 
countered by persons under¬ 
going treatment. 

To control these psycho¬ 
logical factors, the scientists 
selected 80 obese mentally 
deficient subjects for their 
study. The subjects were 
physically normal and had 
been residents of the institu¬ 
tion for a number of years. 
Their body weight had been 
recorded monthly since ad¬ 
mission. 

THE AUTHORS explained 
that the subjects had never 
been under any dietary re- 
.strictions and their daily 
food intake consisted of a 
well-balanced diet known to 
contain about 3,000 calories 
which was well above their 
energy requirements. 

The 80 subjects were di¬ 
vided into four nearly equal 
groups and the blind pro¬ 
cedure was employed where 
neither the recipient nor the 
administrator knew what 
agent was being given. 

The subjects were given 
one of the drugs under in¬ 
vestigation three times a 
day, one hour before meals, 
for a period of six weeks. To 
make certain of their inges¬ 
tion by the subjects, the 
drugs were given by cottage 
supervisors. 

According to the authors, 
“Phenylpr opanolamine, 
when administered in rec¬ 
ommended doses, and even 
in twice the supposedly 
therapeutic doses, failed to 
effect a statistically signifi¬ 
cant reduction in weight. 

"T h e administration o f 
dextro amphetamine was as¬ 
sociated with a statistically 
significant reduction of 
weight. The weight loss ap¬ 
parently results primarily 
from a reduction of food in¬ 
take due to a diminution of 
appetite."
